BRIEF SUMMARY OF CLUB WORLD, INC. 


Our organization consists of various clubs and single members. Our policy has been 
to strive to promote social morale, civics, recreational and educational welfare among 
all mebers. We drew up a plan whereby we thought would bring clubs in Northern, New Jer- 
sey closer by working together in harmony. We charged clubs a membership fee of Ten 
Dollars ($10.00) from one to twelve members, membership exceeding twelve would be One 
Dollar ($1.00) emtra per member. Single membership was $1.00 per year, this year we 
are charging an§ Initiation Fee of One Dollar $1.00, and Twenty-five cents (25¢) weekly 
dues, our new plan which we call Club World Contract Plan is a fee of Twenty-four Dollars 
($24.00) a year. 
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l- Membership for clubs, entitled clubs to free press releases of any affairs or activities 
given by them in all Negro papers, we try and secure best accomodations in halls, bands and 
suitable entertainment. We have stores that give all menbers a 10% to 25% discount on 
clothing or whatever they might purchase. Under Club World, Inc., we have a Club Board of 
Directors that consist of a representative from each of our clubs to represents them at 
any discussion that Club World has, to go over plans, dances and other a áffairs, 
and to know just what Club World is doing. 
2— Single members - entitles members to sick benefits, tickets to broadcasts, shows, dances 
and a free picnic in the summer. Our sick benefit is when one of Club World's members are 
ill and reported to us we pay up to $10.00 toward Doctor's bill or a payment of $5.00 per 
week for two weeks confinement. We purchase six tickets a month, two for shows, two broad- 
cast tickets and two dance tickets and distributed them monthly to sing members 


3— Club World Contract Plan - is a plan that insures clubs against losses on dances, which 


certain factors are to be covered before payment on loss can be paid 
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
